Guest (1966; reports that this species comprises 10—20 per¬ 
cent of the Asphodeletum aestivus association and 50—60 percent 
of the steppe association in Iraq. Taylor (1965) tells us that 
the corollas have one lobe larger than the others and that the 
species is hardy from Life Zone 5 southward in the United States, 
otherwise it winterkills and then grows back. The Boissier (1079) 
reference to this species is sometimes cited as H l875 n . but the 
page involved was not actually issued until the year 1079.

Arora (1966) refers to this plant as a large tree, with an 
average height of 10 meters, cosmon in the second story of the 
semi-evergreen forest. Merrill (1921) is of the opinion that the 
Vitex pinnata of Linnaeus belongs in the synonymy of V. altisslma, 
but I regard it as the proper designation for what used to be 
called V. pubescens Vahl.

The y l^ ex ggylanica Burn. f. (1768), according to Jackson 
(1895), io probably a species of Stereospermum in the Blgnonia- 
ceae. Under the present edition of the International Rules of 
Botanical Nomenclature, however, Human* s binomial invalidates 
the later homonymous V^. zeylanica of Turcsaninow (1863) and ren¬ 
ders the epithet "seylanica " unavailable for the present taxon, 
which, therefore, needs a new designation.
